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This report, now in its nineteenth year, is prepared annually by the 
US.

The State figures (we hope) include all State Parks 
but only some State Forests, State wildlife refuges, State Historic Sites, 
etc. To make matters worse, the Federal statistics also leave out entire 
management units and even whole categories of land areas and are, 
moreover, very inconsistent in their reporting of dispersed visitation.
